Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 0 and 1 2-2 1 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Neither prior art of 
record nor references teach an anchoring device comprising a sleeve with a peripheral groove, a 
collar member which is carried by and axially moveable along the sleeve, wherein the collar 
member has a leading edge which extends into the groove to increase the dimension of the 
groove and prevent the anchoring device from being withdrawn from the slot of the fixed 
member, and wherein collar member is arranged so that the leading edge can be removed from 
the groove by moving the collar member along the sleeve in order to allow the anchoring device 
to be withdrawn from the slot.
